May be Brought to Justice 
That Name May be Cleared 


Ossining, N. Y., Jan. 29 —Protesting 


his innocence to the very end, Albert 
W. Wolter was electrocuted in 
Sing 


*• -. Sing prison -today for the murdei of 


15-year-old Ruth Wheeler, whom 
he 


lured to ,his apartments In New York 
City and killed in March, 1910 He 
went to his death without a tremor 


The 21-year-old slayer wrote out a 


statement a lew hours before he was 
put to death and left it with Wai den 
Kennedy of Sing Sing to be made pub- 
lic after his death 


The statement was as follows: 


"Now that I am leaving 
this 


world to go into the presence ot 
my God, 1 make this last state- 
ment. The world refused me jus- 
tice. I have been a victim of cii- 
cumstantial evidence. 


"I hope there will come a time 


when the conscience ot the perpe- 
trator ot this ciime will overpower 
him and he will acknowledge his 
guilt. 


"This is my earnest 
prayer. 


That the perpetrator ot this crime 
is brought to justice; 
that 
niy 


name may be^cleaied and that the 
pxtblic will see that a great in- 
justice has been done 
me 
and 


that the} have killed an innocent 
boy. 


"To those jvho have given me 


their 
Kind assistance and 
have 


trusted in me I give my sincerest 
thanks. 
To those who have ma- 


liciously - persecuted me, 
I pray 
their forgiveness " 
Wolter was .led 
into 
the 
death 


chamber and strapped to the electiic 
chair shortly after 5 M o'clock 
Ait 


5:o8 the curient was turned on. Wol- 
ter was 
officially 
pronounced 
dead 


three minutes later 


Wolter had woiked for several days 
over his final statement and he had 
evidently come to a determination not 
to confess some time ago 


Just before he was iea from his cell, 


an hour before dawn, and in the pres- 
ence ol death, Wolter letused to the 
last to confess. 
"As God is judge, I 


knew nothing as to how the girl died." 


Although Wolter was convicted 
on 


chcumstantial evidence, the couit of 
appeals reviewing the ease aftei a se- 
ries ol legal delays declared he was 
lairly tried and justly convicted. 


Ruth Wheeler met her death 
on 


Maich 24, 1910, in 
Welter's 
apart- 


ments on the fourth floor of a house 
on East Seventy-fifth 
stieet, 
New 


Yoik City, where she had gone to seek 
employment as a stenographer. 
Her 


chaired body was 
diseoveied subse- 
quently. 


The evidence indicted that the girl 


had come to her death by strangulation 
and buining aftei having been 
at- 


tacked 
The body had been thiust in- 


to a file place where it was partly 
buined and concealed until it became 
convenient to lemove it in a bag to 
the fiie escape tiom which it 
was 


tnrown to the ground below. 


Wolter admitted that he wrote the 


postal card which led Ruth Wheeler to 
visit ais apartment and in a 
book 


kept by him was tound m hei hand- 
writing an entry of her name and ad- 
dress 
A hatpin and a ring which the 


girl had worn on the morning ot her 
disappearance were tound in the fire 
place and in a house to which Wolter 
had moved on the following day was 
diseoveied an umbiella which the girl 
was known tq have had with her when 
she left him 


Wouer claimed he had never seen 


the \vheelei gill and that he was not 
at home until late in the afternoon on 
the day the crime was committed. 


He sought to account tor the entry 


of the gill's name in his book, by say- 
ing he wrote it there at the dictation 
ot a man named Fred Abnei, who was 
desirous ot starting a school of short- 
hand and told, him he was going to 
engage Ruth Wheelei. No one could be 
tound to testify as to tne 
existence 
ot Abner. 


Wolter was found guilty and 
was 


sentenced to be electiocuted on June 
6, 1910, but the execution was stayed 
by an appeal. Although the law al- 
lows but six months ;n which to argue 
such an appeal, the case did not reach

tice expired yesterdaj.

HOME RULE FOR CITIES. 


Organizing for Home Rule. 


Plain Dealer.) 


The Ohio Municipal league, organ- 


ized at Columbus, has a rarely rich 
field to cultivate. Its first object ap- 
pears to be the securing of home rule 
lor the cities of Ohio, and Ohio right 
now lias its thoughts centered on jusl 
such questions as this. It should be 
possible with the right kind of work 
behind the movement to write the 
home rule principle into the new con- 
stitution in a manner to insure that 
the next generation, will rise up and 
call this one blessed. 


Ohio has progressed beyond the ide 


that what is good for one community 
is necessarily good for another, anc 
that even the wisest of legislatures 
can know unerringly just what thi 
good is. Home Rule merely mean: 
self-government. Self-goveinment as 
suredly needs no defense 


It should be put into the constitutioi 


now in course of preparation tha 
each city of this state shall have free 
dom to adopt the form of governmen 
that best suits its particular needs 
Now is the time to emphasize the im 
portance of this matter. There is 
reason to think that the convention 
will turn deaf ears to the plea. 
j 


Cleveland, has taken the lead in the 


organization of this league and will 
continue to have an important part in 
its activities. Through several bitter 
experiences the people of the 
Ohio 


metropolis long ago came to appreciate 
the handicap which the absence of 
home rule imposed. They have had 
their progress 
checked more than 


once by the restraining hand of the 
state. 


There is no fairness in such a con- 


dition. Home Rule should be one of 
the projects 
absolutely 
certain of 


adoption by the convention. However, 
it would not be safe to take such an 
outcome for granted. Nothing should 
be left undone to impress this firm 
conviction of the state upon the atten- 
tion of the delegates at Columbus. 


Ono of the most important subjects that is gaming 


the attention of the Constitutional Convention is Home 
Rule for cities. The subject has been gaining great in- 
terest in nearly all the states for several years, largely 
from a non-partisan standpoint, but in Ohip the question 
has increased in importance with thoughtful men to a 
very large extent during the past three years. 


The basic or fundamental idea, of course, is that 


Home Rule for cities is advocated as an advanced re- 
form, the purpose being to attain BETTER RULE for 
cities—more business-like municipal 
government. 
A 


growing, progressive city like Newark of today is striv- 
ing to be an industrial center, increasing its commercial 
interests and population with rapid strides, and property 
owners and business men of all shades of political opin- 
ion become vitally interested in concurrent methods for 
the best possible results to be attained in every munici- 
pal improvement and Teform. 


Give a city Home Rule—a government of its own 


adoption—and the laws will be better enforced and bet- 
ter conditions will prevail. This fact is strongly in evi- 
dence in the city of Newark at the present iime and 
property owners and enterprising citizens are greatly 
encouraged at the improved business outlook. The in- 
spiration of the 25,000 progressive citizens now is to 
push forward under these improved conditions to the 
greatest extent possible, so that the city's population 
shall leap to 40,000 at .the next census. 


It is a noticeable fact that the advanced thinkers of 


the country on the question of Home Rule for cities are 
strong advocates of non-partisan municipal government, 
and they make impressive arguments to the people of all 
shades of belief that unworthy men should not be elected 
to leading city offices simply because they, secure party 
nominations. 


The commission form of government for cities, for 


which these advanced thinkers have been contending, is 
now established in 171 cities of the United States. The 
officers in these cities were elected on non-partisan bal- 
lots, no party emblems or designations being permitted. 
The results in those cities that first adopted the com- 
mission form of government have been used as the argu- 
ments in other cities that followed and adopted the form 
later. 


These arguments will be presented to the Constitu- 


tional Convention in behalf of the Home Rule proposals 
that will be considered by that body. That some pro- 
posal will be adopted providing this great necessity for 
cities, can scarcely be doubted. 


On this question the Advocate takes occasion to re- 


iterate the recent statement in these columns that the 
independent stand his paper took before the late party 
primaries in this city is the policy that it will uniformly 
pursue under all similar conditions in the future. 


The Advocate is for Greater Newark, and the big- 


gest forward step that can be taken at this time is to 
place the local government upon a strictly business 
basis, by establishing Home Rule and placing the ad- 
ministration of the city's affairs in the hands of the most 
competent men without regard to their party affilia-

"It submits the .alternative propos- 
al that the constitutional provision 
now existing may remain as the fun- 
damental law of the state.

a desire on the part of cer- 
tain people to prevent the submis- 
sion to a vote of 'the electors any 
nroposition authorizing a license of 
the tiaffic. 
"It is not a question involving any 


moral element of right or wrong. The 
question for the ^convention to de- 
cide is, shall the TOters of the state 
have an opportunity to express their 
opinion at the ballot box? 
It has 
been urged by these opponents that 
it makes no provision for licensing 
those engaged in'tlie business in vio- 
lation of the local option laws in dry 
territory. 
Tt coula not do that be- 
cause the two are absolutely antagon- 
istic. 
It could not authorize the li- 
cense to a man engaged in the ille- 
gal sale of liquor where it had been 
prohibited, but the penalties that will 
necessarily be contained ii\ an act au- 
thorizing a license, will be state wide 
in their operation so that those who 
engage in the traffic in dry territory 
will be amenable to the penalties pro- 
vided in the license law, also to the 
penalties provided in the local op- 
tion law. 
Besides the legislature may pro- 


vide that the Dow tax law shall not 
be repealed, providing simply that 
those who are granted and receive 
a license shall not be subject to the 
provisions of any law assessing a tax 
upon the business or traffic which 
would leave open the right of the au- 
thorities to collect that tax from any- 
one found selling liquor in dry ter- 
ritories. 
If the anti-saloon league, its rep- 
resentatives and agents, do not be- 
lieve in the license system as a. meth- 
od of regulating the traffic, all their 
arguments in that behalf should be 
addressed to the electors of the state. 
They have 110 piace in the discussion 
of this question in the constitutional 
convention. 
They are not germane 
to the proposal now before the con- 
vention. Nor is a catalog of the evils 
that result from the traffic a proper 
argument, because the one thing with 
which we ought to deal is whether 
we will give the people of Ohio the 
right to determine whether they want 
a license regulation where this traffic 
has been indorsed and permitted by 
the people. 


"I submit that calm and sobei 


judgment will in the end prevail, and 
that this proposition will be submit- 
ted as a separate alternative 
pro- 


posal and the result left to the voters 
of the state to determine as they 
may deem best."

materials that guarantee its purity. 
It should be odorjess, and, its purity 
a guarantee that nothing injurious 
can possibly be imparted from it to 
the food cooked in the bag.

Strong wire paper-clips, obtainable o 
any stationer, answer the purpose. ] 
is desirable to fold the corners of th 
bag so as to secure as near as poss 
ble a hermetical closing. 


The Oven. . 
' 


Practically any oven will .do. Paper 


bag cookery is as well suited to a ga 
stove 'as it is to a coal oven, an elec 
tncity cooker or oil stove, alwayi 
provided the necessary heat is se 
cured. The size rof the oven make 
nt> difference to the c'ookmg, only I 
the sjze of. the article. 
' Before placing ' the" 'bag- with 'it 
contents' intfi a ga's oven, ithe"'ga; 
should be lighted at least eight min 
utes beforettand 
The average ovei 


heat should, not be less, than 200 de 
grees Fahrenheit, and when the bag 
is put into the oven this ought to 
reduced in eight minutes after to 170 
degrees. 
To find out the correct de 


gree va thermometer, of course, is the 
inost accurate method, but experi 
ence will soon teach the cook what 
is required, and the .color assumed by 
a: piece of paper placed in the oven 
will at once tell whether it is too hoi 
or too cold. 


In. the case of coal-heated stoves 


with 'solid shelves a wire ' broiler 
should be used. 
This should be 


placed on the shelf with the bag con 
taining the food. It is necessary to 
emphasize the fact that, except in 
the case- of pies, :no dish! should be 
used; 
How to Know when the Food Is 


Cooked. 


If the time-table is adhered to, the 


bag may be taken out of the oven in 
confidence- -that the 
food . is .well 


cooked. .But if from any cause the 
heat declines, it ,'is very easy to .find 
out whether the food .is properly 
cooked. Except in the! case of vege- 
tables, a little hole can be made in 
the bag by which the food can be 
seen and judged as to whether it is 
cooked or not. This will not militate 
against the' cooking of the food in the 
slightest. In many articles, however, 
a slight touch- of the bag will indicate 
to an ordinary cook whether the bag 
is ready to be served. A prick with 
a needle is another method that may 
be adopted; 
But a peculiarly favor- 


able feature of paper-bag cookery is 
that if the food is left five or ten 
minutes in the 'bag in. the oven longer 
than the. specified time on my table; 
the food will not be spoiled. There is 
little chance of over-cooking.

Does its 
teaching comport with the Divine 
character? 
Is it reasonable, just, etc? 


Secondly, Will It stand the acid test 
of the Word of God? If not, it must 
be .rejected, even though Its baser 
metal be covered with a plating of the 
gold of Truth.

they have lost their Chart of the Ages 
and the great Compass of Divine Truth 
m the depths of the sea of human wis-

the difficulty with the creeds of the 
past has been that they divided up the 
Word of God amongst them, and that 
each creed hat, a certain amount of 
gold as well as a large accumulation of 
dross. It would be too serious an un- 
. del taking for flnites to put all the 
creeds into a crucible and separate the 
gold from the dross. Besides, all the 
sectarian prejudices of our natures 
would contend against us In such a 
procedure. • Let us take the easier, the 
simpler method, to which all Christian 
people should be willing to accede, 
namely: to wholly cast aside our 
creeds and go back to the Word of 
God— to the Bible— to the utterances 
of Jesus and His Apostles and Proph- 
ets. 
Thus doing, inauy will find to 


their surprise that, while the creeds 
have gathered 
precious jewels of 


Truth from the Bible, they have given 
these false settings by which they mis- 


Lord sent him to preaci. the Gospel to 
Cornelius, a Gentile. He did not think 
Of the Gentiles as being under condem- 
nation to eternal torment, but he did. 
assume that the privileges of being of 
the elect seed of Abraham to bless the 
world belonged to Jews only. 


When, therefore, the Holy Spirit 


came upon Cornelius, begetting him as 
a son of God and a joint-heir with 
Jesus, the astonished St. Peter, in the 
words of our text, said, "I perceive that 
God Is no respecter of persons, but in 
every nation he that feareth Him and 
worketh righteousness is accepted with 
Him." We have. had evidences of this 
same Truth throughout this Gospel 
Age, for now more than eighteen cen- 
turies. God has been accepting people 
of all nationalities to be members of 
this "elect" class. To these, as soon 
as they sire consecrated to God, on a 
basis of faith in Jesus' atoning work. 
the Holy Spirit is given. They become 
members of the School of Christ— "dis- 
ciples." Incidentally they become co- 
laborers with God in searching out 
others who have the hearing ear aud 
responsiveness of heart. 


"Every Knee Shall Bow." 


Under this arrangement th* Lord has 


gradually been completing the foreor- 
dained number of His spirit-begotten 
children of the New Creation. Of these 
He declares. "They shall be Mine, saith 
the Lord, in that day when I make up 
My jewels." (Malachi ill, 17.) But when 
these jewels shall have been made up 
or completed— when the First Resur- 
rection shall have ushered them into 
their promised estate of glory, honor 
and immortality, then will come the 
next feature of the work— the use of 
this class.- "the Seed of Abraham," for 
the blessing ot all the families of the 
earth. Natural Israel will be the first 
to receive the benefits, as the Scrip-' 
tures clearly point out (Romans xi, 
25-34). They will in turn be used in 
extending the blessing far and wide. 


As a result ''the knowledge of the glo- 


ry of God shall fill the whole earth as 
the waters cover the "sea." Then will 
be the trial or testing time to the non- 
elect world. So many as' will accept 
Divine favor and seek to walk in the 
ways of righteousness will be helped 
and uplifted out of their weaknesses, 
physical, mental, moral, to all that was 
lost in Eden and redeemed at Calvary. 


Finally, all the unwilling and diso- 


bedient will be destroyed in the Second 
Death — without hope of recovery. As 
St. Peter declared, they shall perish 
like the brute beast, hopelessly. On 
the other hand, the willing and obedi- 
ent shall be blessed and "shall eat the 
good of the land." "They shall build 
houses and inhabit them. They shall 
plant vineyards and eat the 'fruit of 
them'' "and long enjoy the work of 
their hands." Eventually, "every knee 
shail bow and every tongue confess," 
to the glory of God— in loyalty. (Isaiah 
Ixr. 21. '2-2.) The earth shall become 
the everlasting habitation of saintly
